Draft Board In Fayette County Halts Inductions 


The Selective Service Board here today refused to induct any 
more men into the service until "action is taken to stop major 
strikes.” 
( 
The unprecedented move came like a bombshell Wednesday 
morning after a called draft board meeting. 
The board in a signed telegram to Col. C. W. Goble, state 
director of Selective Service, served notice Wednesday morning 


that “ we, as a board, feel it our duty to discontinue calling men 
for the armed forces.” 
"Our reason for this action 
is,” the telegram continued, that 
"thousands of men now on strike were granted deferments for 
the health, welfare and safety of the people of our community." 
The board said its move was justified "in all fairness 
to 
those 
who served, are serving, and are to serve in the armed forces." 
Sticking by its decision, the board said nine T8 year old 


boys slated for induction Thursday would be told to return home 
when they reported to the draft board at 8 A. M. 
"We’re not going to send them,” a member of the draft board 
said vehemently Wednesday. 
He added the board 
would 
not 
send any other men for induction "until this matter is straightened 
out. It will take some explanation from some one," he declared. 
R egistration^ boys on their 18th birthdays will continue as 
in the past, it was stressed. 


The dec ision to slop inductions "until such time 
necessary 
action is taken to stop all major strikes within 
the United States,” 
was not made hastily. The members of 
the board had discussed 
it among themselves before 
it came up at a regular draft board 
meeting. Last Tuesday, the board met again and again 
the men 
talked over the question. 
“We asked ourselves, "why are 
we 
drafting these men under present conditions?” and

FOOD SHIPS HALTED 
DY DOCK STRIKERS 


British "Walkout Termed Worst 
In 20 Years 


LONDON, Oct. 10.—(¿P)—B rit­ 
ain’s worst dock strike in 
20 years 
continued to spread today 
despite 
a Food Ministry warning 
the tying 
up of food ships for 
a few days 
more would result in a 
sharp cut 
in the nation’s 
already 
meager 
table supplies. 
At least 45 ships loaded with 
thousands of tons of meat, bacon, 
cheese, butter, lard and oranges 
are among 300 vessels lying idle 
at 15 piers from London to North­ 
ern Ireland as a result of the un­ 
authorized walkout of 33,000 dock- 
hands. 
The strikers are demanding 23 
shillings (about $5) a day baste 
pay, an increase of eight shillings 
($190).

“ In w a r the nation cannot d e ­ 
pend on the num b e rs of m en w ill­ 
ing to volunteer for active service; 
nor can our security in peace. 
Training a Keystone 
“ In another national em ergenry , 
the existence of a substantial por­ 
tion of the nation's y oung m a n- 
t pow er alread y traine d or in pro­ 
cess of training, w ould m a k e it 
possible to fill out im m ediately the 
peacetim e rank s of the navy , the 
regular arm y , the national guard, 
and the organize« dreserve. 
“ As a result our arm ed forces 
w ould be read y for alm ost im ­ 
m ed iate deploy m ent to counter in­ 
itial hostile m oves, ready to pr e ­ 
vent an enem y from gaining foot­ 
holds from w hich he could launch 
d estructive attac k s against our in­ 
d ustries and our homes. 
“ By this m ethod we would es­ 
tablish, for generations to come, a 
national m ilita ry policy : 
“ (1) w’hich is entirely w ithin the 


financial ca pa bilities of our 
p ea ce­ 
tim e econom y and is absolutely 
D em ocratic in its nature, and (2) 
w hich places the m ilitary w orld 
and therefore the political w orld 
on notice tha t this vast pow er, 
link ed to our trem endous re sourc­ 
es. w ealth and production, 
is im ­ 
m ediately available. 
Com mand Respect 
“T here can be no question that 
all the nations of the world will 
respect our 
view s 
accordingly , 
creating at least a probability of 
peace on earth 
and 
good 
w ill 
am ong m en ra the r than d isaster 
upon disaster in a torm ented w orld 
w here the very processes of civil­ 
ization itself are constantly thr e a t­ 
ened.” 
T he only effective defense a n a ­ 
tion can now m aintain is the pow ­ 
er of attack and tha t pow er can 
not be In m achinery alone, M a r­ 
shall said. 
He foresaw the possibility of a 
future w ar in w hich the U nited 
S tates m ight 
be 
show ered, as 
southern E ngland was. w ith roc k ­ 
et-propelled 
w eapons—b ut 
new 
ones having the explosive pow er 
of the atom ic bomb. 
If this should come to pas» , he 
said, the United States will “b leed 
and suffer to the point of a nnihi­ 
lation. unless w e can m ove arm ies 
of m en into the enem y ’s bases of 
operation and seize the sites from 
w hich he launches his attack s.” 
“Future So T errify ing” 
T he atom ic bom b is not the only 
scientific d evelopm ent m ak ing the 
“ possibilities of the future so t e r ­ 
rify ing,” w rote Marshall. 
A nd he 
presented a hitherto secret re port 
b y G en. H. II. Arnold, chief of the 
a ir forces, to show w hat has or is 
being accom plished. 
Arnold said we can direct roc k ­ 
ets to targets by electronic d e ­ 
vices and other new instrum ents 
w hich “ hom e" in to sources of 
light, heat and m agnetism —s tr e a k ­ 
ing unerringly to the hearts of 
big factories, attracted by tlie he at 
of the furnaces. 
W e are m ak ing bom bs w eighing 
45,000 pounds and have 100,000 
pounders on the draw ing boards. 
W ithin the ne xt few y ears there 


w ill be jet-pro pelled bo mber* w ith 
500 to fiOO mile an hour speed. 


D evelopm ent of others, operating 
in the stratosphere at speeds fast­ 
e r than sound “ is a certainty ” and 
these aircraft "w tll have sufficient 
range to attack any spot on the 
e a rth and re turn to a friendly 
base." 
Destruction From Afar 
W eapons such as these m ak e the 
air approaches points of extrem e 
clanger Arnold said, adding: 
“ With the continued 
d evelop­ 
m ent of w eapons and techniques 
r ow k now n to us, the cities of New 
York . P ittsburgh, D etroit. Chicago 
or San Franciaco m ay be subject 
to annihilation from other conti 
nents in a m a tter of hours.” 
His second biennial report nom 
inally em braced the period July 1, 
1043, to J une 30. 19 45, b ut Mar 
shall expanded it to include Au 
gust 10 w hen J a pa n sued for peace. 
He w rote 
S ec reta ry 
Patterson 
that “for the first tim e since a s ­ 
sum ing this office six y ears ago. 
it is possible for m e to report that 
the security of the U nited S tates of 
America is entirely ip our hands." 
Defeat Just Missed 
Look ing back to the black day s 
of 19 42 w hen A xis expansion was 
in its flood tide, M arshall said: 
"In those hours G erm any and 
J a pa n came so close to com plete 
dom ination of the w orld tha t we 
do not y et realize how thin the 
thread of Allied survival had been 
stretched." 
He asserted that “ in good con­ 
science this nation can tak e little 
cred it for its pa rt in staving off 
disaster in those critical day s. 
It 
is certain that the refusal of the 
British and R ussian peoples to ac ­ 
cept w hat appeared to bo inevi­ 
table deicat w as the great factor 
in the salvage of our civilization. 
O f alm ost equal im portance w as 
the failure of the enem y to m ak e 
the most of the situation.” 
M arshall said tha t interrogation 
of Axis high com m anders show ed 
the original three m em bers of the 
Axis— G erm any , Italy and J a pa n— 
acted individually 
in 
directing 
their ow n aggression. 
“ Here,” 
com m ented 
M arshall, 


'were three crim inal nations eager

T he plan failed at the start, he

M arshall disclosed that the U nit­ 
ed States had read y a detailed 
plan for the invasion of the J a p ­ 
anese hom eland, calling for two 
general operations. 
T he first w as scheduled for this 
fall, aim ed at the southern island 
of K y ushu. T he second, timed for 
ab out four m onths later, w as to 
have put 
tw o A m erican arm it^ 
ashore in the im m ediate area of 
Tok y o, on the m ain island of H on­ 
shu.
